IRailey again on Thursday took the 
floor in the Senate to make a further 
explanation of his connection 
with 


the efforts to secure an understand- 
ing between the President and the 
Democratic senators on the railroad 
rate bill, basing his statement on 
aitides in the Chicago Tribune and 


the New York Tribune, charging him 
with bad faith in that connection, 
and giving former Senator Chandler, 
as authority- for that statement. Ho 
had read a series of letters and 
memoranda, beginning with a re- 
quest from himself 
to the former 


senator for a copy of aOy statement 
that he might have made that justi- 
fied this statement. 


This <was followed by the reading 


oJ the following from Mr. Chandler, 
addressed to Mr. Bailey, and bearing 
date of Thursday: 


"I have your letter of today and 


I enclose to you a copy of: a. memoran- 
dum sent by me to the White House 
on the morning of Wednesday, April 
11. I think the memorandum is not 
dated, but my retained1 copy js dated 
April 11. I did not therein give the 
President any assurance as to your 
attitude relative to the so-called 
game, because I had not seen you and 
did not feel authorized by anything 
Mr. Tillman had then said to give 
any assurance in your name. 
At 


9-15 .p. m. I saw Mr. Tillman and 
talked with .him fully, and he then 
toldi me that neither h.3 nor yourself 
were entering into games with the 
railroad senators1; and at 9.30 I saw 
the President and told him -what Mr. 
Tillman had saidi and that he need 
have no apprehension on the subject. 
I enclose to you copy from my diary. 
April 13 I saw Mr. Moody, and again 
on the fourteenth, and arianged with 
him to see Mr. Tillman and yourself 
on the next day, Sunday, the fif- 
teenth." 


Then followed the memorandum to 


Secretary Loeb. and that was accom- 
panied by an extract . from Mr. 
Chandler's diary. The memo was as 
follows: 


'•The game of the railroad senators 


is to, support 
Bailey's 
amendment 


and induce him to agree to a broad 
right of court review. What that is 
to be is not certain, but the principal 
object is to 'beat him.' meaning the 
President. 
Mr. Tillman, however, 


considers himself as acting with the 
President to pass the review clause 
with the minimum amount of 
court 


power and will not enter into any 
such game." 


This was accompanied by a private 


note to Secretary Loeb as follows: 


'IPlease hand this to the President 


privately. 
I am hearing an import- 


ant case all day today but could see 
him it he wished at one o'clock." 


Proceeding with bis remarks Mr. 


Bailey said that the New .York Tri- 
bune of Thursday had put the matter 
somewhat differently from 
Wednes- 


day's presentation, "thus modifying 
the lie." He quoted Thursday's arti- 
cle, in which it was stated that copies 
of Mr. Chandler's letter to the Presi- 
dent had been in circulation among 
Democratic senators. To this state- 
ment Mr. Bailey gave special atten- 
tion, saying that he had made inquiry 
sufficient to assure him that not one 
of the Democratic senatois had seen 
the document, much less circulated 
it.

A statistical study of cases of ap- 


pendicitis Juts been made by Dr. Chau- 
vel. the medical inspector of tbe 
Preach army. By far tbe most valu- 
able Information brought out by this 
investigation i« the result of medical 
treatment for tbe disease. 
Although 


there is a theory that there is no such 
thing as medical treatment for ap- 
pendicitis, it is claimed that medical 
treatment cures 99 out of every 100. 


In 1902 CCS patients suffering from 


appendicitis were received in the mili- 
tary hospitals of France. Out of this 
Dumber 188 were treated according .to 
the surgical rite and 480 received 
purely medical treatment 
Of 
the 


number operated upon 23 died, while 
out of the 480 not operated upon there 
were but three deaths. 


Dr. Chauvel also made 
investiga- 


tions to find out the cause of appen- 
dicitis. He compared the figures fur- 
nished by the French army in the 
metropolis and those of the army in 
Algiers. In 1901 the Nineteenth corps 
of the army In France showed a rec- 
ord of one case to every 
thousand, 


while the Nineteenth corps in Algiers 
bad two less. The next year these 
figures were larger, but the difference 
was exactly the same. 


Pushing his inquiries still further, 


Dr. Chauvel found that the French 
'army In Algeria included both Euro- 
peans, French and natives. In five 
years, out of 14,000 men, there were 
among the French and Europeans 137 
cases^of appendicitis, while in 
the 


Bame^pace of time out of 17,000 na- 
tives, there were but 13 cases. This 
shows that the disease is two times 
more frequent, among the French In 
France than the French in Algeria, 
and is ten times less frequent among 
the natives. 
The difference 
Is 
too 


great to be accidental. Dr. Chauvel 
thinks the reason is in the alimenta- 
tion. 


The Arabs are a sober people who 


eat little and are vegetarians. When 
they eat meat it Is cooked to shreds. 
So it happens that among the_ Arabs 
leading their ordinary life the 
dis- 


ease is almost unknown. It is seen 
more frequently among the auxilia- 
ries. It is because the regime of the 
latter is no more the regime of the 
Arab, but more like that of the French 
trooper 
But this does not explain 


why the European transplanted to the 
soil of Africa, where his regime hard- 
ly differs from, that of the metropolis, 
should likewise be immune from tbe 
disease. 


Other medical men have testified to 


the rarity of appendicitis among peo- 
ple who eat less meat than we. Dr 
Snyder, who has been attached to the 
Persian court for more than ten years, 
has been called upon to treat only five 
cases of this malady at Teheran, three 
of which were Europeans and 
only 


two Persians. H« also attributes the 
rarity of appendicular 
accidents 
to 


the mode of alimentation of the Per- 
sians. At Teheran abstinence 
from 


pork is obligatory and the meat of cat- 
tle is almost unknown- 
Their meats 


are usually chicken or mutton, and 
these are always cooked to shreds.

Tbe department of agriculture has 


in press a number of farmers' bulle- 
tins wblch should appeal to tbe farm- 
er. One of these, which will be Farm- 
ers' Bulletin. No. 248. IB written by I* 
C. Corbett. the horticulturist in charge 
of the Arlington experiment station, 
on "The Lawn," 
Mr. Corbett con- 


tends that the lawn is a signal of 
the inner soul 
of tbe householder, 


showing an appreciation of beautiful 
home surroundings. 
A lawn is tbe 


accomplishment of every effort on the 
part of man to beautify the surround- 
ings of bis abiding place. Tbe great 
increase of interest in suburban and 
rural life has caused a corresponding 
increase of interest in matters per- 
taining to the making and mainte- 
nance of lawns. Suburban railroads, 
the extension of electric lines into 
the country and the return of man to 
natural ways of living are all features 
contributing to the growing interest in 
matters .pertaining to lawn making. 


Mr. Corbett believes 
that a 
lawn 


should be beautiful and at tbe same 
time useful. 
Its beauty depends on 


the contour of the land, the color and 
texture of tbe grass, and the uniform- 
ity of the turf. The use of the lawn 
is to provide a suitable setting for 
architectural 
adornment and 
land- 


scape painting. 


The ideal soil for grasses best suit- 


ed for lawn making Is one which is 
moist and contains a considerable per- 
centage of clay. A strong clayey loam 
or a sandy loam underlaid with a clay 
soil is undoubtedly the nearest ap- 
proach to an ideal soil for a lawn. 
Since the lawn is a prominent feature 
it is hardly possible to make the soil 
for the lawn too rich. Stable manure 
posed and rotted and which Is as free 
as possible from 
detrimental 
weed 


seeds is undoubtedly the best material 
to use hi producing the desired fer- 
tility of the soil. After a lawn lias 
been established and it has gone into 
winter quarters, it is well to give the 
young grass a mulch of well decom- 
posed stable manure which shall not 
be heavy enough to disfigure or mar 
the lawn, but should be so fine and 
well decomposed that it will be carried 
beneath the surface of the grass by the 
rains and snows of winter, leaving 
very little rough or unsightly matter 
to be raked off in the spring.—Prairie. 
Farmer. 


POSTCARDS AS SCHOOL AIDS 
ICany of London's Pupils Are Edu- 


cated by Foreign Correspond- 


ent's letters. 


Much success toas attended the inter- 


ebaifge of letters and postcards be- 
tween pupils in the London county 
council schools and those in schools 
in the colonies. 


London boy and girls are put In 


communication with children in the 
elementary schools in any part of his 
majesty's dominions from which ap- 
plications are received. Already t^ere 
have been many cases of Interesting 
and instructive correspondence. The 
county council pays the postage on 
the letters. Canadian and New Zea- 
land school boys and girls are the 
most prolific correspondents. 


One feature is the interchange of 


pictorial postcards which Invariably 
results. The scholars engage in this 
on their own initiative. A suggestion 
is thrown out that the postcards might 
be made as instructive as the letters. 
There U nothing in the regulations to 
prevent London teachers from adopt- 
ing this course if they see fit 


At the Ostend public schools col- 


lections of all postcards of Instructive 
value, such as views of towns and 
districts and photographs of national 
costumes and scenes of current events 
are exhibited in the classrooms and 
are discussed between the children ajfl 
the teacher.

let the flour have a chance to swell. 
In doing this way the whites of eggs, 
soda, or baking powder should be add- 
ed in the morning.

which should be kept for this purpose. 
Mix the coffee with white of egg as 
usual, using ihe finely ground kind 
and pouring boiling water on it.

20 minutes. 


Veal cutlets or slices of cold meat to

y with the flour four tablespoonfuls 
of olive oil. 
Add salt, enough cold 


water to make it like a butter batter 
and the beaten whites. Parboil the 
meat first if it has not already been 
cooked and fry us fritters or in a 
frying pan. 


To make cream pastry add an even 


tablespoonful of baking powder to a 
pint of sifted flour and add sweet 
cream enough to wet the flour, leaving 
the crust a. little stiff. This will make 
enough for two pies. If a richer paste 
s wanted, spread witht butter when 
rolling out. 
A pretty substitute for 


:he sugar which some people scatter 
over the top of a pie is to take from 
.he oven when nearly done and brush 
it over with what is known as 
a 


pastry frosting. 
First brush it over 


with the white of an egg beaten light 
Sprinkle with granulated sugar aad a 
few drops of water and return to the 
oven a few minutes to set. The oven 
should be cool enough so that it will 
only tinge faintly with brown. 


Chicken suspected of not being ten- 


der should be put into cold water to 
which you have added a tablespoonful 
of vinegar. 
Let the water just come 


to a boil, take the chicken out and 
stuff and put immediately in the oven 
for roasting.—Chicago Tribune.

chusetts had a little pipe dream the 
other day. Discussing 
the 
recent 


proposition to close certain shops at 
Boston navy yard, he said, according 
to the Washington correspondent of 
a Boston paper:1 


•"That was another narrow escape 


for the Boston navy yard. Most of the 
•repair -work of the navy is done at 
the Boston navy yard. Practically all 
the 111,000,000 which goes for recon- 
struction in the navy is emended at 
the Boston yard." 


This is about the best joke of the 


year. It is possible, as Mr. MeNary 
stated, that the Boston yard had a 
narrow escape. It is true, of course, 
that repair work: is done at that na- 
val station, but it is- a ridiculous 
statement that most of the work of 
that nature required by the navy de- 
partment goes there. 


Mr. McNary showed a 
surprising 


lack of knowledge of conditions when 
lie allowed himself to be quoted as j 
authority for sueh-a statement. Cer- j 
tainly, Boston does not even get the 
largest share of the approximate an- 
nual amount of $11,000,000 expended 
for repairs on and alterations of na- 
val ships. New York has long re- 
ceived greater amounts for such work 
than Boston, to say nothing of the 
large sums alloted other yards. 


(Boston has undoubtedly been giv- 


en all it deserved, but it has hardly 
tad "practically all the money which 
goes for reconstruction,"

good egg producers, and as a result we 
have orders to ship all the good lay- 
ing hens that we can down to

islands." 


Fall of Great Trees.

AMERICAN MADE TEETH.. 


Oentistc of th« World Get Th«m 


From Philadelphia Factories, 


Jusi as America has taken the com- 


mercial lead iu mauy other articles 
>l manufacture that no one dreamed 
L'ncie Sam would ever control, 
so 


•;rat!uaUy the superority of Aniert-ain- 
aiade teeth has forced all nations to 
?ou;e to ibis country for their dental 
MijipHes. until today it is no exagger- 
ation to say that at this moment mil- 
lions of jaws in Europe and Asia and 
Africa are masticating with the aid of 
ih« product of the United States tootn 
:acio>ies. says the New York Tribune. 
7o Philadelphia belongs the honor of 
Isaving the largest plant for the mauu- 
(acture of artificial teeth in the world. 
These teeth have been sent to the ut- 
termost ends of the earth. 


In other days every dentist made his 


:eeth in a little laboratory attached to 
his office. 
Now they are made in gi- 


gantic factories where hundreds of 
hands are employed. The labor Is of 
the most skilled order, and the fine 
hand of woman is employed with sat- 
isfaction in shaping and finishing the 
Steaming dental supplies. 
In one of 


Uie big factories theie is a capacious 
fireproof room in which are kept me 
moulds of hundreds of different kinds 
of teeth. 
Should there be a call for 


«eei» of a particular pattern supplied 
by the factory years ago, the mould 
could be got in a few minutes and 
the order filled with much greater 
celerity than if new style were re- 
quired. 


When new teeth are ordered—and 


there are fashions in teeth, it seems— 
it is necessary to make a mould first. 
The greatest care is taken by hand- 
-.voikers in the preparation of tnese 
moulds, which must be shaped and 
tooled with the utmost precision in 
order that the teeth may conform to 
the shape and style ordered. When 
the mould is made it is filled witJ. 
the soft composition and the cover 
l-ut on to press it into the shape of 
the mould. The nature of this com- 
position, which resembles in appear- 
ance plaster of paris, is a factory se- 
cret. When the composition is in tn« 
mould it is placed in an oven to be 
hardened. From the oven it travels to 
another operator, who trims off tne 
rough edges and shapes it into the 
finished tooth. Then it goes to the 
furnace to receive the final baking 
at a tremendous heat. After that the 
girls get in their fine work, polishing 
and finishing and examining for de- 
lects, for the smallest flaw in the tooth 
will cause discomfort when in 
the 


mouth. Some of the girls, skilled in 
the work, sit all day long critically 
examining the cards of shining teeth, 
and discarding those that are imper- 
lect and need furthertouching up. 


Ihere are faddists in teeth as ia 


,-verything else. Sometimes a tooth- 
less person will order a set of teeth 
of the kind she has seen some one else 
[lashing on an admiring audience. 
If 


these are artificial and the covetous 
one will pay the .price, the dentist 
v,-ill make a point of backing in the 
gleaming smile of the possessor ol tne 
fine set of teeth, and will then order 
a set expressly made, to match it. The 
task of supplying such an order is 
often easy, as long years of experi- 
ence in moulding teeth has secured 
models of almost every kind of gen- 
uine teeth, but occasionally there are 
ordered what is known 
as 
"freak 


l«eth"—teeth which have a peculiar 
color and a shape so differemt from 
any teeth before manufactuted tHai 
it takes days of experiment 
with 


chemicals and moulds to producefany- 
ihing that approaches the origirial. 


On the other hand, men frequently 


want teeth to match their own tobacco 
stained ones. Then the coloring pro- 
cess has to be of the expert order so 
that no one may detest the presenca 
oi a false tooth in the dental display) 
ol the nicotine user. A large busi- 
ness is done in these tinted teeth andj 
ihe art of coloring to match sample 
is as important in its way as the mak- 
ing of the teeth to match the snape 
of the genuine ones. 


New Yorkers as Mover's. 


"Carpets are going out very rapidly,' 


said a large dealer. 
"In fact, they 


have been going out of use in New 
Yoik for seveial years and may be 
said to be almost a thing of the past. 


"\Ve used to see ten times as many 


yards of carpet as rugs. The figures 
aic now leversed. Of course, we still- 
sell carpets, but they are not made 
i-p to fit looms. The carpets of toaay 
are made up in squares or rectangles 
to cover paits of rooms. Around tnosa 
big patches of floor co\er>ng rugs are 
ai ranged so as to cover the remainder 
of the flooi 


"For 
the most part buyers con- 


fine themselves to rugs. There is great 


i artibtic convenience in this method, 


but it isn't the artistic possibilities 
;>H.-.:nted by rugs that have caused 
iLem to crowd out carpets.

nattan live in their own houses, ana 
lew expect to occupy the same quar- 
tei'o 101 any considerable tim«.

The 
proluugaiiou of life at pleasure, ac- 
cording to his theory, should be mere- 
ly a question of revitalizing the body 
occasionally 
with this 
mysterious 


force, which travels through the nerv- 
ous system, and which experiment has 
shown to be closely akin to electricity. 


Dr. Ostwald said in part: 
••Thinking is the most exhaustive 


kind of work, because it 
consumes 


more of this force than any physical 
process. 
It has often been found, 


upon stopping the process of thought, 
that this energy is transformed into 
beat in the body, and at the same time 
there is less need of reenforcement of 
the supply of energy. When I am en- 
gaged in severe menial labor, as I have 
been since coming to America. I eat 
twice as much as I do when I am not 
so engaged. This only shpws that the 
brain is constantly using up a supply 
of the energy, and to keep up brain 
work we must keep supplying the en- 
ergy from the outside.

through the food which we eat. but 
every sense impression, such as see- 
ing, hearing or feeling, conveys a cer- 
tain amount of force into the body. 
When the body once receives the en- 
ergy, it acts just like any other ma- 
chine in its transferences.

BLANKETS AND WOOLENS. 


WHEN HANGING PICTURES. 


Study suitability of subjects when 


assigning pictures to their position, 
as a picture that is suitable 
m one 


room may be entirely out of keeping 
with the general character and pur- 
pose of another. 


Do not crowd pictures. Too few an- 


preferable to too many, and plan 
spaces are restful in their effect. 


Oil paintings, water colors, and line 


drawings show the artist's work ai.rt 
what he meant to depict much better 
when hung flat against the wall—rot 
tilted. 


Never hang a glossy picture opposite 


a window, and never hang any picture- 
so high that it is hard to look at. 


Do not hang pictures in pairs, and 


do not hang two from one hook it the 
wire on both shows—the oblique lines 
made by the two wires are very ob- 
jectionable. 


A picture which shows heavy shad- 


ows should be hung with thu shadows, 
away from the window, to make the 
shadows seern natural ones. 


Pictures are less apt to get skewed 


when dusting, or by other 
means, if 


hung on two hooks instead of one. -fits 
lines of the wire are less objectionable, 
too, 
as they are horizontal and per- 


pendicular, as are the 
lines of the 


frame. When the wires can be entire- 
ly behind the picture, out of sight, the 
best effect is secured.—Prairie Farmer. 


How to Cleanse Blankets the Right 


Way and How to Put Away 


Woolens. 


Washing Blankets.—When my lit- 


tle neighbor washes blankets, it is 
a pleasure just to sit by and watch 
the pretty, soft, fluffy tnings blow- 
ing on the line. The process is so 
simple that I have learned to do it 
myself. 
Choose a warm, sunny, but 


windy day. This is important, if the 
best results are wished. While dry, 
look over them carefully, and put a 
safety pin in the 
center 
of 
the 


spoiled spots. For one pair of blan- 
kets, prepare a suds with half a cake 
of any good white soap, with 
one 


tablespoonful each of borax and am- 
monia. The suds must be as hot as 
you can bear the hand in. Let the 
blankets stand in this lor an hour, 
and if the wTater is too cold, add 
more hot water. Then look up the 
places where the pins are, remove 
these and rub between the 
hands 


until the spots disappear. Do not rub 
on the board, and do not soap on the 
blanket direct; have ready a second 
tub of suds, and paddle them around 
in this, squeezing and pressing be- 
tween the hands; rinse in not less 
than three waters of the same tem- 
perature, running them through the 
\vringer each time. 
Fasten with at 


least a dozen pins to the line, and 
shake frequently while drying. 


Storing Woolens.—This is the sea- 


son for putting away woolen clothes 
and furs. 
No moth balls or other 


vile-smelling substance will be needed 
if the garments are hung on the line 
in the sun, whipped with 
a 
light 


switch, and in the case of clothes all 
the soil spots carefully cleaned. Then 
tie up in clean pillow cases or, better 
itill, fold over the hems 
and 
run 


along on the machine. A chain-stitch 
nacliine is best for this purpose, as it 
is easily ripped; but if a lock-stitch 
is used, have the bottom thread loose. 
—Country Gentleman.

With hens' eggs, we feel that the 


vitality decreases rapidly after the 
•econd or third week, and that eggs 
ordinarily should not be more than 
two week* old 
when Incubated, 


though 1 have known of flrsi-rate 
hatches from egga that were three 
weeks old. Much will depend cither 
with hens' or turkeys' eggs, upon 
the way in which they are kept, sayt 
Indiana Farmer. So far as we know, 
the temperature should be between 
50 and 60 degrees. It has been defin- 
itely proven that the process of de- 
velopment of the germ commences, 
though slowly, at a temperature be- 
tween 60 and 70 degrees. The eggs 
ahould be turned regularly every two 
or three days, to prevent the >o!k 
of the egg from floating to the sur- 
face and coming in contact with the 
•hell. The life germ being on top of 
the yolk on the lightest portion of 
the egg, would be the portion de- 
stroyed if it should stick to the mem- 
brane against the dried surface of 
the shell. In order to prevent evapo- 
ration. It Is well to cover the eggs 
with a flannel cloth. Jarring, of 
course, should 
be avoided.—Ex- 


change. 


' The Breed to Choose. 


The Leghorns belong to the Medi- 


terranean breed and are considered 
as being the best egg producers. 
They begin laying at from four to 
six months of age. They mature very 
early, and for this reason a great 
many raise them for broilers, but for 
the general market they are entirely 
too small. One seldom sees a Leg- 
horn Idle, thus they take flesh slowly 
and there is not much danger of 
them becoming over-fat, which is of- 
ten true of the heavier breeds 


The poultryman who wishes to 


keep only one breed and desires a 
combination of eggs, broilers and 
roasters, certainly cannot make a 
mistake If he chooses the Barred Ply- 
mouth Rock. We believe they will 
come as near meeting the require- 
ments of an an "allround" fowl as 
can be found. The pullets usually be- 
gin laying when about seven months 
old. 
They are good winter layers and 


make splendid mothers. We have 
raised the white vailety, but are in- 
clined to think they are uot as 
healthful as the barred and did not 
lay as well for us as the barred.

Trims the Edges of the Lawn. 


justable hook-shaped trench cutter, 
which is regulated by means of a bolt 
and thumb screw, and working In 
grooves. The edges of the cutter are 
beveled, as Is also the edge of the 
spading blade, the inner edge of the 
latter being rounded. This tool is 
especially devised for thp purpose of 
trimming lawns adjacent to cement, 
stone or concrete walks, where tho 
grass is apt to straggle over the 
the walks. As it is impobsible with 
an ordinary lawn mov;er to trim tho 
grass very close to such walks, It Is 
usually found necessary to remove 
such straggling grass ^vlth a spado 
or clippers. In operating this tool it 
is pushed or pulled over th« walk 
with the Inner vertical portion of the 
hook In contact with the edge of the 
walk. By the first operation a nar- 
row trench will be cut fro:n which 
the sod may be readily removed, 
while by subsequent operations sim- 
ply the straggling grass will be cut, 
leaving the edges of tho lawn in a 
neat and trim condition.

The oHIng of roads and streets IB 


California nrst began to attract par- 
ticular attention about seven yeara 
ago. when petroieuiu oil was used in 
Los Angelas County, in a small way 
in 1S9S. and more in 1S99, followed 
by San Bernardino County In 1899. 
s:iys a writer iu Good Roads Maga- 
zine, 


The first use of oi! on roads had 


for Us object the laving of dust. 
which was almost unbearable during 
the long dry summers of California. 
It was used for this purpose instead 
of water; su&cteut quantities of the 
latter being difficult to obtain in 
some sections, and it was thought 
that the oil would have a more last- 
ing effect, and so be more effectual 
and economical for this purpose. It 
was found to be an excellent dust 
layer. All grades of oil were used. 
from high gravity, containing but a 
small quantity of asphaltum. and 
charged with water and sediment to 
heavy oil, free from water, and very 
rich in asphaltic base. No attempt 
was made in the beginning to obtain, 
a hard, smooth surface road. 
Th» 


idea was to mix the oil with the nat- 
ural loose surface dirt of the road in. 
sufficient quantity to make it heavy. 
so that the dust would not rise. It 
was thought it would be a waste of 
material to use oil on a loose, sandy 
road, that it would simply, sink into 
sand and disappear, and if used oil a 
bard surface like macadam it would 
not penetrate but ran into the gut- 
ters. E\en the parties who claimed 
to be the discoverers of the use of oil 
have a patent on its use (who have 
never been able to substantiate their 
claims), said that there must be a 
loose covering of at least one inch in 
depth on the road to mix with tho 
oil. 


One of the first things to be no- 


ticed, was that the larger the per- 
centage of asphaltum in the oil, tho 
firmer it made the surface of the 
road, and so the better the results. 
Another was that if the oil was 
worked in deep, especially 
in a 


clayey soil, it made a spongy roadbed 
that was very heavy for hauling 
over; and ti.at the oiled layer became 
rutted and ridged and very uneven. 
There are miles of just such roads la 
California to-day. Teamsters 
con- 


demn them, and they are very unsat- 
isfnctorj, on account of their un- 
evouness, for even, light rigs. It was 
found that sandy and gravelly sur- 
face* absorbed the oil readily and 
became very hard if a heavy asphal- 
tic oil was used; that even loose 
drift sand, while it took a large 
quantity of oil, put on in a number 
of applications, and 
considerable 


time to sot and harden, could be con- 
verted into a smooth, hard-surfaced 
roadbed. But an absorbent, hard 
compacted 
gra\c-l 
surface, it was 


found, made an ideal oiled road, 
when a heavy asphaltic liquid 'was 
used. This leJ up to the use of this 
kind of <^il upon macadam roads, and 
BO.V V.Q are building, what we call, 
"llqjid asphalt" roads and streets; 
Eivins vaieful attention to all de- 
tails of carefully preparing the sub- 
grade, putting down the crushed 
rock layers, filler, etc., and thor- 
oughly co:ni acting this base to a 
hard, smooth, properly shaped sur- 
face, to receive the oiled or rather, 
asphaltic covering: and obtaining a 
result that is very similar to the reg- 
ulation asphalt pavement; hard, bat 
not quite so hard and smooth as tho 
latter, but furnishing a better foot- 
ing for tho horse, a surface that does 
cot get slippery in wet weather, a 
surface that is slightly elastic, very 
pleasant to travel over, and which 
cfteftually preserves the macadam 
base below. 


The construction of tMs "Asphal- 


ted Macadam" road or street in- 
volves tho careful building of tho 
macadam base, according to the moat 
approved specifications for this work, 
attention 
being 
given 
to propar 


drainage and to the crowning of the 
surface. 


It must be remembered that this 


base supports tho load that goes over 
it, and that tho super-imposed as- 
phalted lajer is of 
comparatively 


thin, slightly clastic, protective cov- 
ering that takes the surface wear.

for Horses. 


Many fanners who make It a point 


to keep their work horses slick t.a\\ 11 
as buggy hoists, mix la their feed 11 c- 
seed meal in their daily rations fioui 
now on. It keeps them in fine ap- 
pearance and condition. The North- 
west Farmer says, give a sprinkling 
of crushed linseed or linsaed cake 
added occasionally to tho ordinary 
grain allowance of the animals uot 
only supplies a valuable food mate- 
rial, but also exercises a beneficial 
Influence upon ths digestive func- 
tions. Ordinarily, Unseed inoal, when 
used for this purpose, is more con- 
veniently given raw. 


We prefer, though, to give it in 


the form of jslly. The Caxsecd uuuy 
bo steeped in lukc\varm water for 
ten or twelve hours, and tho result- 
ing jelly stirred into the evening feed 
of grain with exceeding good results. 
Pcrhars the best way of all is to gl\ a 
a feed of boiled barley at least OJLO 
a week, preferably Saturday night. 
After the barley has been well boiluJ 
tho desired quantity of flaxseed, 
cithei 
whole or ground, may ha 


stirred among the scalding grain, 
nad the mixture left to steam for aa 
hour or so in a covered vessel. 


Worms in IMjjs. 


According to Dr. Peters of the Ne- 


braska experiment station, there U 
nothing else bettor for worms iu tho 
Lings of hogs than creosote. It cleans 
o.it the intestinal tract. It can. bo 
administered in the following .man- 
ner with the best success. 


Coal creosote one ounce; -water 93 


ounces. One pint of water weighs 10 
ounces. One ounce of the mixture i* 
the dose for a full-grown animal anJ 
Is best administered with tho morn- 
ing feed. 


If It Is necessary to clronch ths 


r.nimal, use a drenching tube malo 
by taking an ordinary tin funnel an I 
a rubber tube three feet long, \'i to 
V6 Inch in diameter. 


Insert the lower end of the fun- 


nel In this rubber tube, placo tho 
jrubber tube into the animal's mouth, 
and allow it to bite on it, and pour 
tho drench into the funnel. 


It Is better to place a piece of me- 


tal on the end of the rubber piece so 
that tho animal may bite on It con- 
tinually, without stopping tho now 
by pinching the rubber tube.

the existence of, there are three old 
graves. T'. / are the graves of New 
Hampshire people 
and have

marble f .'os. 
One is the grave of 


Adelaid. Brown of Portsmouth, born 
1810, dkd 18X3; another is that of 
Dr. James Hall, born in Keene in 
1760, 
died in La Grange, Fla., in 


1837. 
He was a soldier of the Am- 


erica"!! Revolution. The third grave 
has a Masonic emblem on the 
slab 


and bears the name of Oliver Hoed, 
died in 1855." 


The Paul Jones Club will locate, if 


it can, the descendants of these peo- 
ple and mark the grave of Dr. Hall 
with a Son of the American Revolu- 
tion marker. 
The club will, if possi- 


ble, find the Masonic lodge in New 
Hampshire to which Oliver Hood be- 
longed .
